Communists' Build-up Has Defensiv e Look 


WASHINGTON 
A little more is now known 
about th e Ch inese Communists’ 
m ilitary build-up in Fukien pro­ 
vince, on th e Form osa Strait. A 
very large force of about 400,000 
men is now deploy ed th ere, dis­ 
posed in depth along th e coast 
for approxim ately 1 ^ miles from 
th e 
Amoy -Quemoy 
area 
north ­ 
w ards. MiG-19 air units h ave also 
moved into th e Fukien airfields. 
Th e best h unch , wh ich is all 
any one can h ave as y et, rem ain s 
th at th e purpose of th e build-up is 
prim arily defensive. 
Th e rein ­ 
forcement of 
Fukien 
began 
in 
M arch , considerably after Gen­ 
eralissim o Ch iang Kai-sh ek began 
talking seriously about a return to 
th e m ainland th is y ear. 
Tlw extended CtMnmunist de­ 
ploy ment from th e Amoy -t^uemoy 
area north wards h as a defensive 
look, so far as it can be judged, 
wh ich is not very far. Th e dis­ 
position of th e force in depth , 
from th e coastline inwards to th e 
north -south mountain ch ain th at 
divides Fukien from th e rest of 
Ch ina, again looks like a pre­ 
caution ary m easure. It could f>e 
aim ed, in fact, to prevent a pop­ 
ular rising th at migh t oth erwise 
be sparked by th e arrival of N a­ 
tionalist air-dropped troops on th e 
m ainland. 
Noneth eless, a great uncertainty 
rem ain s. Th e Peking governm ent 
m ay be exclusively motivated by 
fear of a landing by Ch iang in a 
tim e of deep and increasing peas­ 
ant wretch edness and discontent. 
But Peking’s defensive plans m ay 
all too easily include a .spoiling 
attack im th e offsh ore islands in 
th e Form osa Strait, and particu­ 
larly on Quemoy . Such an attack 
would be intended to th row Ch iang 
Kai-sh ek off balance and 
th us 
forestall h im.

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Engineering Student 
Dropout Is Disgrace 


Dr 
Robert W. Van Houten describes the 
increasing number of “dropouts” among engi­ 
neering students in the ll. S. as a “national 
disgrace.” The president of Newark College of 
Engineering told the American Society for Engi­ 
neering Education, which he also heads, that 
about half of those who enter engineering col­ 


leges in the U. S. never graduate. 
The situation is aggravated by a steady 
decline in engineering enrollments, 
Dr. Van 
Houten says, and as a result schools are able 
to satisfy only 50 per cent of industry’s annual 


demand for 80.000 new engineers. 
The picture becomes even more alarming 


in the light of a recent finding by the National 
Science Foundation that Russia is graduating 
three times as many engineers each year as 
the United States. 
This country's shortage of 
engineers could tip the balance of brain power 


against the free world. 
Educators 
and 
government 
officials 
are 


studying the problem, but thus far have been 
unable either to pinpoint its causes or to sug­ 


gest a solution, lf the situation is not corrected 
and the trend reversed, what Dr. Van Houten 
calls a national disgrace may become a national 


calamity.

by the pussy-willow emerging in the Springtime or the 
old-fashioned lilac growing alongside a stone wall or 
the smell of the Earth after a Spring rain? 


Of course, there are some who are moved by 
nothing hut a betty-dancer and w e must leave such 
to Senator McClellan’s investigators. For the ques­ 
tion of demand and supply enters here; if there is 
a demand for bums to satisfy bums, there will 
undoubtedly be a supply. Life is like that and no 
legislation has 
yet been 
discovered 
to impose 
morals or even a sense ol decency upon those who 
prefer vice and hooliganism. 


Among the progresses made over the centuries by 
man has been the extermination of wild life through­ 
out the world. 
This process is continuing in many 
countries not only because man needs to eat flesh hut 
because, since it is no longer pleasant for man to kiM 
man, be spends days, if he can afford it, shooting wild 
animals who have done him no harm and whose life 
is as valuable as the shooter’s. 
This is called sport 
and is quite a business for those who engage in it. 
Besides, we use all sorts of poisons to kill bugs 
and parasites. 
And the poisons are eaten by birds 
and animals and then they die. And if enough of them 
die, there will lie no pollination of plants and we shall 
die on our petard. 
F arm ers have learned all about 
that and some are returning to the organic habits of 
their ancestors. 
When the earthworm disappears the 
product is not the same 
The American whooping crane, the grizzly bear and 
the rhinoceros are in danger. The World Wildlife bund 
reports that 200 species of birds and mammals have 
been exterminated directly or indirectly by man. And 
the report says that they can never be re-created, 
If this is progress, we do not need progress, 
lf 
Man in his march toward a higher civilization, needs 
to destroy everything that is beautiful and unsynthetic 
upon this Earth, then he is as savage as those tribes 
that killed their aged to make room for the new-born. 
Progress is a wonderful thing but when. in a world 
of overproduction, human beings starve and animals 
perish for lack of water, we have learned little more 
than Marco Polo knew. 
For if you will read Marco Polo carefully and have 
before you a map with pins, you will find that many 
places that he mentioned as verdant and delightful are 
now in deserts 
In fact, I once calculated that the 
desert moved about 200 miles south of the Marco Polo 
line 
That is a man-made desert, because it was man 
who destroyed the forests and therefore left wild life 
without protection and food. Shall man. in the present 
population explosion, increase the desert areas of this 
E arth’ 
Even the 17->ear locust refuses to come to 
New York. 


ll is something to think about these days as we 
look to the future. We have, in the United States, 
J 
been profligate in the destruction of wild life, in 
use of our natural resources and in the pollution of 


o u r rivers, even out to the sea, where oil and other 
waste materials are being dumped, killing fish and 
those animals and birds that prefer to live in or 
near water. We do not know what to do with our 
waste. 


When I was a boy. the Hudson River was a 
beautiful stream in which boys swam and men fished 
Today, the part of the river which I see in New York, 
is filthy beyond imagination 
Its color approaches the 
ugliness of the Yellow River at its mouth, 
It carries 
into the ocean tons of disgusting debris. 
Has not 
civilization discovered a better way of handling man s 
waste m aterials than to turn our rivers into cesspools

Communists Build-up Has Defensive Look 


WASHINGTON 
A 
little more is now known 
about the Chinese Communists’ 
military build-up in Fukien pro­ 
vince, on the Formosa Strait. A 
very large force of about 400.000 
men is now deployed there, dis­ 
posed in depth along the coast 
for approximately 120 miles from 
the 
Amoy-Quemoy 
area 
north­ 
wards. MiG-19 air units have also 
moved into the Fukien airfields. 
The best hunch, which is all 
anyone can have as yet. remains 
that the purpose of the build-up is 
primarily defensive. 
The rein­ 
forcement of 
Fukien 
began 
in 
March, considerably after Gen­ 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek began 
talking seriously about a return to 
the mainland this year. 
The extended 
Communist de­ 
ployment from the Amoy-Quemoy 
area northwards has a defensive 
look, so far as it can be judged, 
which is not very far. The dis­ 
position of the force in depth, 
from the coastline inwards to the 
north-south mountain chain that 
divides Fukien from the rest of 
China, again looks like a pre­ 
cautionary measure. It could be 
aimed, in fact, to prevent a pop­ 
ular rising that might otherwise 
be sparked by the arrival of Na­ 
tionalist air-dropped troops on the 
mainland. 
Nonetheless, a great uncertainty 
remains. The Peking government 
may be exclusively motivated by 
fear of a landing by Chiang in a 
time of deep and increasing peas­ 
ant wretchedness and discontent. 
But Peking's defensive plans may 
all too easily include a spoiling 
attack on the offshore islands in 
the Formosa Strait, and particu­ 
larly on Quemoy. Such an attack 
u'ould be intended to throw' Chiang 
Kai-shek 
off balance and 
thus 
forestall him. 
During the campaign, President 
Kennedy voiced the opinion that 
Quemoy and the other offshore 
islands were superfluous positions 
which might well tie abandoned. 
In so doing, it should he noted, 
the President was merely echoing 
the view of the late John Fos-

ter Dulles, whose finest feat as 
Secretary of State was the suc­ 
cessful defense of 
these 
same 
islands in the Quemoy crisis in 
1958. 
The Communists’ first attack 
on Quemoy was made in 1949, 
when the Nationalist armies were 
still in flight to Formosa. Sub­ 
stantial 
Nationalist 
forces 
had 
then been left behind on Quemoy. 
The Communist attack, which was 
ill-prepared, was repulsed by the 
Nationalists with a total Com­ 
munist loss of close to 20.000 men. 
Hence the offshore islands re­ 
mained in Nationalist hands; but 
in the Truman years hardly any 
troops were stationed on Quemoy, 
which Chiang Kai-shek then re­ 
garded as indefensible and there­ 
fore expendable. 
The 
Dulles - Eisenhower 
“ un­ 
leashing" of Chiang Kai-snek was 


the signal, however, for a power­ 
ful build-up by Chiang of large 
military forces on tne offshore 
islands. This was the origin of 
Chiang’s commitment to defend 
the islands. 
Secretary Dulles did not 
im­ 
pede the build-up; 
but 
in the 
first 
offshore 
islands crisis 
lie 
compelled Chiang to evacuate the 
most exposed of these positions, 
the Taction islets. After the sec­ 
ond offshore islands crisis in 1958, 
Dulles also pleaded with Chiang 
personally and sent emissaries to 
plead for a retreat from Quemoy 
and the Matsu islands. 
This is worth recalling, because 
Secretary Dulles also persuaded 
the reluctant President Eisenhow­ 
er to run great risks to defend 
these same islands, which he beg­ 
ged Chiang to evacuate as soon as 
they were no longer threatened.

But the 
possibility of an assault is quite 
strong enough to justify analysis 
of the factors in the problem, 
and this will be attempted in a 
further report.

He .said the co mmissio n fo rm er­ 
ly believed that o nce a co mpany 
ho o ked into a municipal sewage 
system , the respo nsibility fo r co n­ 
tro l o f wastes was with the m u­ 
nicipality.

Pollution Control Commission has 
been given a legal arm in its ef­ 
forts to regulate the discharge of 
waste material of companies con­ 
nected into municipal sewage sys­ 
tems. 


Earlier this month, the commis­ 
sion requested an opinion from 
the attorney general's office on- 
whether the agency's regulations 
enabled them to control waste 
matter from a coin-operated laun­ 
dry which went into a municipal 
sewage system. 
The attorney general told the 
commission 
it 
may 
“ establish 
standards, or utilize present stand­ 
ards, to control the quality of a 
discharge from an industrial op­ 
eration into a municipal sanitary 
sewage system." 


Paul W. McKee, director of the 
Pollution Control Department, said 
Tuesday “ we consider the opinion 
of the attorney general a major 
breakthrough.” 
He said the commission former­ 
ly believed that once a company 
hooked into a municipal sewage 
.system, the responsibility for con­ 
trol of wastes was with the mu­ 
nicipality. 
He said if municipalities were 
responsible, then pollution control 
would come under the jurisdiction 
of the State Department of Health 
McKee said the Health Depart

has been handicapped

wastes because the cities lack the 
money and their systems are un­ 
able lo handle the increased load 
“ With this ruling,” McKee said.
